ft is noted that the original brief was filed 7/19/04. Thus, the amended brief is acceptable if it complies with either the 
former 37 CFR 1.192 or the new 37 CFR 41.37(c). 

The brief filed 12/1/04 is not completely in compliance with the former 37 CFR 1.192 because in the section "Grouping 
of Claims", the brief includes a statement that the claims do not stand or fall together, vet, in the "Argument" section, it 
does not "explain why the claims of the group are believed to be separately patentable, " as specifically reguired by 
192(c)(7). 

The brief is not in compliance with the reguirements of 37 CFR 41.37 because it does not include the reguired items, as 
noted in item 1 above, such as: "Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter", "Grounds ofReiction to be Reviewed on 
Appeal". "Evidence Appendix. Further, in the Status of Claim section, the brief does not contain a statement for the 
status ofallthe claims (e.g. rejected, allowed orcanceled) as required by 37 CFR 41.37(c)( 1 )(iii). 
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
